„Seguin aleo appears as a polemic, asserting 
aod demanding. 1 therefore leave, for the 
time, another article I was preparing, on 
“the estimate of the moral law by 
the good and true in the Church,” to 
notice some points they make. I have signed 
my own name to each of my articles. My critics 
hide behind their incog., while using my name 
freely. Not being a polemic, I care nothing for 
tae supposea or real advantage of disputation 
behind a cover. The good taste of such a course 
I leave to them. 

Some of the criticisms are common to both. 
In all such cases my answers may be used by 
both. Seguin demands and verse 
for “a command from God Gepeais for 
man to keep the Sabbath day.” He has 
qualified himself for making sieh a demand 
asserting that I “contend antes that the. 
old Jewish Sabbath is in full fagee,” etc. I have 
made no such claim, and therefore must be 
excused from the imputation. I have claimed 
that God's holy day” was imstituted at crea- 
tion. “Seguin” will be better prepared 
for my answer when he has presented 
“chapter and verse” that contains bis 
expression ‘‘Jewish Sabbath.” He also de- 
mands, Do you affirm, and do you so 
teach, that the seven days mentioned in 
Genesis, ii., in which God created the heavens 
and the earth, were days of twenty-four hours 
each, as we now compute time.” I affirm that in 
the Bible account of them, they have the natural 
phenomena of days as we bow count time. 
What do you affirm ?

1 farewell service, to which few but converts 
were admitted. Some 11,000 persons were pres- 
mt. Mr. Moody made an appeal in behalf of 
ihe Young Men's Christian Association, and a 
sontribution of over $25,000 followed. Mr. 
Moody then preached his farewell sermon to his 
sonverts, taking as his text the word Able.” 
He quoted, For God ia able to make him 
wand.” He made Joseph stand down there in 
Egypt; but if you think you can stand alone, 
He li let you fall down, just as He let poor Peter 
kall when Satan got hold of him and gave him a 
good shaking.

THE STORY OF HIS CONVERSION. 

Mr. Finney was bora in Warren, Litchfield 
County, Ct., Aug. 29, 1792, and taken to Oneida 
Oounty, N. T., when 2 years old. 
was vearly a wilderness, with small schoo) and 
church privileges, and his parents were not re- 
ligious people. When he was 16, his father 
again removed to an equally unsettled district in 
Jefferson County, a little south of Sackett’s 
At the age of 20 he returned to Con- 
necticut, where he taught school, and was af tor- 
ward engaged in a similar way in New Jersey. 
He had thought of entering Yale College, but 
was advised by a high-school teacher to go over 
the college course by himself, and thus save 
time and money. He learned Latin, Greek, and 
Hebrew, but confesses that he wae never a clas- 
sical scholar, and did not think bhimseif ‘‘ capa- 
ble of independently criticisi 
translation of the Bible.”

But 
it has likewise been reported with equal cir- 
cumstantiality that President Grawr will give 
Mr. Mozron his support for the nomination. 
It has, moreover, been asserted by intimate 
friends of both that Mr. Wasusurne may de- 
pend upon Gen. Grant’s good offices, It is 
known, too, that Gen. Grawr and Mr. Biarxe 

are on the most amicable terms, socially and 
politically. The strongest probability is 
that, Gen. Grant having definitely deter- 
mined not to bea candidate himself under 
any circumstances, will leave the gentlemen 
who desire the nomination free to fight their 
own way, reserving all his good will and sup- 
port for the successful man.

Chicago. In a political way, there is an ad- 
vantage in coming to Chicago, which, being 
a Republican city in a Republican State, will 
seek to bring no local pressure to bear, but 
leave all the delegates free to struggle for 
their respective preferences. 


The Catholic Telegraph is publishing a 
Little Catechism relative to the Papal in- 
fallibility, which is intended to elucidate the 
doctrine for the benefit of the Catholic laity, 
and is understood to have received the Pope's 
approval. The ground is taken that the 
Pope is infallible because he is assisted by 
the Holy Spirit, as promised to Perer; and, 
his being at the same time the infallibility of 
the Church, there can be no difference of 
opinion between him and his Bishops, as the 
Holy Spirit will also keep them from error. 
It is held that other Councils may be called, 
nevertheless, on the following account : 

Councils may still be necessary for many reasons; 
but the necessity can never be absolute, and it is proper 
for the welfare of the Church that this should be the 


case, In fact, before this definition, Popes did, when 
it wag necessary, define truths and condemn errors 


without the aid — At the present day, above 
all, when error with such rapidity, it 1s a great 
advantage that, in order to see faiseh condemned 
and truth proclaimed, we need not, as in former times, 
await the reunion of a Council for the assent of Bisb- 
ops dispersed through the entire Church, It is now 
suficicnt that we hear the voice of the Vicar of Jesus 
Cagist, the universal Pastor and Doctor, 

The Council of the Vatican, it is held, did 
not invent the doctrine of infallibility, nor 
change it, but merely recognized what had 
always existed. 

CITY EXPENDITURES AND CITY TAXES. 

The Citizens’ Association have obtained 


this city and county : 


This, at 7 per cent, calls for an annual tax 
of $1,800,000 for interest, beside at least 10 
per cent for cost of collection. The growth 
of this debt has beena rapidone. At least 
$10,000,000 have been added to it since the 
fire. Against this array of figures, the 
Comptroller states that on Jan. 1 there were 
then due, in various forms, to the city the 
sum of $8,900,000 of unpaid taxes; making 
an allowance for unpaid county, park, and 
State taxes, there were in all $10,000,000 of 
unpaid taxes due on Jan. 1, 1876. Against 
this sum of unpaid taxes were the unex- 
pended balances of the appropriations for 
city, town, and county expenses up to 
March $1, amounting probably to $2,500,000. 

What we wish to call public attention to 
especially is, that before August, 1876, the 
people of this city will have to pay $10,000,- 
000 of tax, or over $1,000,000 a month. 

This important fact, having a direct bear- 
ing upon the ability of the people to pay 
their taxes at all, seems to be entirely over- 
looked by those branches of the local Gov- 
ernment which are clothed with the power to 
‘tax, contract debts, and expend the public 
money. The charter having changed the 
time.of beginning the fiscal year from April 
to January, and the city having last year 
made its appropriations for a whole year end- 
ing March 31, 1876, the city appropriations 
for 1876 will be for the nine months begin- 
ning April 1 and ending Dec. 31. 

The Board of Public Works, the Police 
and the Fire Departments, and the Board of 
Education, have made their estimates of ex- 
penditures for the nine months of 1876, and 
they have illustrated the truth that men in 
office always settle down tothe conviction 
that Governments are instituted among men 
for the purpose of spending thoney, and 
that the primary duty of men in office is to 
be liberal in spending other people’s money. 
Under the present financial circumstances of 
the city and the people, some of these esti- 
mates are positively enormous, are wholly 
' unjustifiable, and ought never to be accept- 
ed. Here they are:

It will be seen that these four departments 
ask $4,246,567 for nine months of 1876, for 
objects for which $3,378,682 were appro- 
priated last year for twelve months. The 
increase for the next nine months over the 
current twelve months’ expenditure is nearly 
30 per cent; and this increase, extended for 
the whole twelve months, would make a total 
in these four departments alone of $1,200,000, 
or 36 per cent per annum. Is there anything 
in the existing condition of the city, or in 
the financial circumstances of the people, to 
warrant an increase of the taxes 36 per cent 
over last year? 

The Fire Department asks an increase of 
10 per cent on salaries ; asks $102,000 for 
addditional lots, buildings, and apparatus, 
and $106,000 for new wires for the fire- 
alarm. All these requests are excessive. 
The addition of 10 per cent to the salaries of 
the Fire Department of course means a like 
addition to all the salaries under the City 
Government. The appropriation for new 
apparatus and engine-houses is extravagant. 
The great increase in the water-supply and 
the immense force to be added to the water 
by the completion of the new works in July 
next will enable the Department to success- 
fully resist any serious conflagration in the 
districts supposed to be hazardous, without 
any additional apparatus. A single engine 
might be purchased, to be ready for service 
in case of an accident disabling one of the 
present ones, but the expenditure of $102,000 
is extravagant and absurd. The same re- 
marks are applicable to the new wires and 
boxes. This work does not require to be 
done all at once, and can be as satisfactorily

accomplished by an annual expenditure of a 
reasonable amount for the purpose. Last 
year’s appropriation should certainly not be 
exceeded, which would give $430,000 for the 
support of the Department for nine months. 

The police estimates include City Marshal, 
$4,000 ; Deputy Superintendent, $2,650 ; 150 
additional patrolmen, $90,000 ; horses and 
keeping, $8,500,—which should all be strick- 
en out as a useless and wasteful expenditure 
of money. The estimate includes an increase 
of salary of the 565 policemen to $1,200 a 
year each. An increase of salary at this 
time is utterly preposterous. 

The estimate of the Board of Public Works 
contains an appropriation of $100,000 for 
new sewers which may be well dispensed 
with. Since the spring following the fire, 
the city has appropriated over $1,800,000 for 
sewers, and the system is pretty heavily ex- 
tended, It is no part of the duty of the city 
to extend sewers out on the prairie for the 
mere purpose of giving additional value to 
unoccupied lots and blocks of land. The 
city can well afford to wait until the frontier 
districts are filled up, or until the streets are 
paved by the owners of the adjoining prop- 
erty. The estimate also includes $442,000 
for extension of water-mains. Last year 
there was no appropriation for this pur- 
pose, and this estimate is intended 
to cover two years. The extension of water- 
mains is now so complete that we are in- 
formed that, with laying an additional 6-inch 
pipe on Milwaukee and Blue Island avenues, 
there is no inhabited part of the city which 
will not, after July next, be amply supplied 
with water, not only for ordinary use, but 
for fire purposes. The water fund is self- 
supporting to an extent that it can now an- 
nually, out of its own earnings, extend its 
mains to the full measure of the public need, 
and taxation for that purpose is wholly un- 
necessary. This is not atime to resort to 
taxation for any construction purposes. No 
new work should be authorized, and all man- 
ner of expenditures should be reduced. 

The Board of Education is not behind in its 
demands. It asks for 25 per cent more than 
last year. 

As we said before, all these departments act 
on the principle that the purpose of Govern- 
ment is to expend money, and that their duty 
is to accomplish that purpose to the utmost 
extent. Retrenchment is never thought of, 
and the condition of the people to pay taxes 
is never considered. It is very easy for a few 
officials to write out how other people’s 
money may be expended, and it is immaterial 
to them what the other people think about 
the matter. Nevertheless, as we started out 
by saying, the people of Chicago have ten 
millions of dollars of taxes now due, not in- 
cluding any taz for 1876, to pay within the 
next seven months, and these people, thus 
to be swept clean, will not bear to have ex- 
penditures and taxation increased over last 
year 36 or any other per cent.

THE COMING CONGREGATIONAL COUNCIL. 

The event in the ecclesiastical world to 
which the public looks forward with special 
interest, just at this time, is the meeting of 
the Council of Congregational Churches, on 
Tuesday next, at Plymouth Church, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. In size it exceeds all other Advi- 
sory Councils ever called in that denomina- 
tion; as 172 churches have been invited to 
take part, besides twenty ministers without 
charge. Should all attend (as each church 
may send its pastorand a delegate) there 
would be 364 members,—a number equal to 
that of one of the Triennial National Coun- 
cils of the Congregationalists.. But as part 
of the churches have voted not to attend, and 
pastors and delegates from others will in 
some cases be detained at home by necessary 
cares, there will be an assembly of about 
three hundred persons. Yet this will 
be an imposing body, whose deliberations 
will be awaited with great interest. It can 
hardly be regarded, however, as fully repre- 
sentative of the denomination in weight of 
character. The churches invited are by no 
means, on an average, those of prominence 
and influence. Indeed, in some cities, those 
weakest and least known have been selected, 
while others, among the largest and ablest of 
the whole fraternity, have been passed by. 
Much amusing inquiry has been made why 
„ne was taken and the other left,” in the 
exercise of an elective sovereignty; and it 
has been suggested that the selection must 
have been made from the ministers who sub- 
scribed for the Christian Union. At all 
events, the knowing ones claim that they can 
produce a personal reason, showing a sup- 
posed Brrcuer bias in the case of nearly 
every minister invited. Of course, in propor- 
tion as the public:shall believe the Council to 
have been carefully packed, will the moral influ- 
ence of its proceedings be weakened, should 
these favor Mr. Beecuzr. Mere numbers, or 
the extent of territory from which they are 
drawn, cannot compensate for prejudiced 
opinions, or for the substitution as advisers 
of young and unknown men for those in re- 
pute for wisdom and experience. 

And yet it must not be supposed that the 
Council will lack the presence of men of 
standing and influence. Though the Theo- 
logical Department of Yale, before which Mr. 
Bxronrn has lectured with such eclat, might 
he thought by some to be mortgaged to his 
interest, yet one need not fear the shrinking 
of such men as Dr. Lzonarp Bacon, Presi- 
dent Porter, and Drs. Dwrionr and Fuisuer, 
when they are called directly to face plain 
duty. The same may be said of 
Ponp, Worcorr, Fancunp, Caarm, Srvrre- 
vanT, and others, and of not a few of the 
pastors invited. Mr. Mobrron has seen 
fit, according to the account of 
the reporter, to criticise Dr. Bacon 
(who has protested against anybody's 
declining to attend) as if he were a tricky and 
disingenuous character. But Mr. MovzLrox's 
acquaintance with ministers has not been 
large or encouraging, and he is probably 
smarting under some of Dr. Bacon's char- 
acterizations of his peculiar guidance of Mr. 
BercuxEr’s affairs. Dr. Bacon is not believed 
to be tricky by any who know him well; 
but he is often disappointing to those who 
expect him to represent a certain side of a 
case. He has a penchant for being on both 
sideg; or, as he would claim, on neither side. 
He carries a free lance, and does a good deal 
of fighting on hisown hook. After pouring 
broadsides into the enemy, he is seldom 
content till he has discharged a heavy shot 
or two among his friends. Hence it 
wii not do to rely too confi- 
dently upon his assistance in any 
given controversy. And so it has proved 
in this case.. He has been, hitherto, a thorn 
in the side of Brecuen, and equally in that of 
In ron and Mouuron. The friends of truth 
and justice may be glad that he is to be on 
the coming Council. He was the Moderator, 
and largely the ruling spirit, of the famous 
Brooklyn Council of two years since, called 
by the churches of Drs. Storrs and Bupixe- 
Ton. He will assuredly be heard from in the 
comin g Council. It was not without mean- 
ing that he published in the New York Trib.

une his appeal to the churches and ministers 
invited not to decline attendance because of 
any unpleasant impressions or suspicions, 
since that would be sure, if anything could 
have that effect, to make the Council # one- 
sided affair. This would seem to indicate 
that he means to attend in good faith, as a 
representative of the true interests of 
religion, to give to Plymouth Church 
which in this grave 
emergency it needs. Dr. Bacon under- 
stands that the onal denomi- 
nation, as well as Plymouth Church, is vir- 
tually on trial before the public, and be will 
be bold to defend general as well as special 
interests. It would not then be surprising 
were Dr. Bacon to succeed in impressing 
even this carefully-culled body with the 
gravity of the situation, and in leading it to 
give wise and discriminating advice. Or, 
failing in this, he might see fit to heada 
determined minority in a protest against any 
false principles or evil measures favored by 
the majority. 

It should not be hastily assamed that this 
Council can accomplish no good. Though it 
labors under the disadvantage of the er. parte 
principle (beneath a proper outward method) 
on which it was called, and though the main 
case in which the public is chiefly interested 
is not to come directly before it, 
yet it will have abundant oppor- 
tunity for offering good advice to 
Plymouth Church, in answering the ques- 
tions submitted by the Letter-Missive. It is 
indeed too large and unwieldy for any proper 
purposes of examination and deliberation. 
Common sense indicates that a few able and 
impartial men would be more thorough, calm, 
and judicial in theiraction. Yet the solemni- 
ty of their position will do much to abate 
the usual sensational temptations of 80 
numerous a body. For, in addition to the 
serious aspects of the Bxrcnmm case prior to 
the sending out of the Letter-Missive, and 
the importance of the points which that letter 
raises, the Bowzn development has since oc- 
curred, and the Council will sit under the 
shadow of the fearful indictment which he 
brings against Mr. Buren as being “‘ guilty 
of the awful crimes of adultery, perjury, and 
hypocrisy,” That fact will not come offi- 
cially before it, perhaps; but the power of 
it will be felt, and the thought of it will go 
far to neutralize the eloquent pleadings of 
the pastor of Plymouth Church. Then the 
action of the Church of Andover Theological 
Seminary in directly requesting Plymouth 
Church to unite with it in calling a Council for 
the express purpose of trying Mr. Bron 
will have influence in suggesting the final 
advice to be given. It may then be expected, 
with reasonable probability, that, after mak- 
ing a disposal of the questions of mere 
church-order propounded, the Council will 
proceed to discharge what is really its main 
duty in the circumstances, viz.: to assure 
Plymouth Church, in the name of the whole 
Congregational brotherhood, and of on-look- 
ing Christendom, that this scandal must be 
investigated, until the bottom facts” shall 
be disclosed; and that it cannot do better 
than to accept the proposal of the Andover 
Church. Public sentiment is now so nearly 
unanimous to this effect that the Council 
cannot fail to represent and enforce it. This 
secured, the Council will have justified its 


own existence, and Mr. Brxouzs, if really 


innocent, will have occasion to rejoice in an 
act of true friendship. 
THE GREAT CITY OF LONDON. 

No better idea can be got of the immensity 
of London than from the weekly health re- 
port of the United Kingdom, embracing Lon- 
don and twenty other large cities in Great 
Britain. This report includes the record of 
births and deaths, with information of pre- 
vailing diseases, comparative rates of mortal- 
ity, etc. In London during the week for 
which the report is at hand, there were 2,448 
births and 1,526 deaths, which, allowing for 
the increase of the population, was 150 births 
less and 223 deaths less than the average for 
the corresponding week during the ten pre- 
ceding years. At this rate there is one birth 
for every four minutes during the year and 
one death for every eight minutes in the City 
of London. The annual death-rate during 
three weeks was respectively 24.3, 27, and 
22.8 per 1,000 in London, which is much less 
than the average of many large cities through- 
out the world, the last report of which made 
the following showing : 

Tne annual rate of mortality, according to the most 
recent weekly returns, in Calcutta was 64; Bombay, 
28; Paris, 19; Brussels, 20; Amsterdam, 27; Rotter- 
dam, 27; The Hague, 26; Copenhagen, 18; Christiania, 
41; Berlin, 29; Hamburg, 26; Bresiau, 31; Munich, 
$1; Vienna, 28; Buda-Pesth, 39; Turin, 26; Brook- 
lyn, 26; and Philadelphia, 21, 

For London, with four and a quarter 
millions of people to care for, including the 
inner and outer circle of its population, this 
showing is certainly most creditable. The 
health report also takes account of the condi. 
tion of the water-supply, the sewerage, and 
other adjuncts of city life affecting the 
general health, It seems that the system 
of private filtration of water has been 
widely adopted with good results, a new 
process having been tried which converts the 
organic matter into ammonia, which is harm- 
less. The metropolitan character of London 
life is illustrated by the large number of 
deaths from violence, of which there 
were 68 during the week referred to; 56 
deaths were the result of negligence or 
accident, 4 of infanticide, and 6 of suicide. 
The street-accidents numbered 3 deaths and 
29 cases of injury, many of which could prob- 


ably be traced to the dangerous smoothness 
of the large amount of asphalt pavement 


used. There were 265 deaths from what are 
called “the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class, —69 from whooping-cough, 83 
from scarlet fever, 55 from measles, 30 from 
different forms of fever, 8 from diphtheria, 
20 from diarrhoea, and not one from mall. 
por, which is remarkable as compared with 
the ravages of this disease elsewhere. | 

The world is trying a great experiment on 
the banks of the Thames. It is building up 
there a city which is vast almost beyond 
human comprehension. The population of 
London (the city proper) will be almost ex- 
actly 3,500,000 in the middle of 1876. But 
even these well-nigh incredible figures 
do not tell the whole story. The city 
is surrounded by a ring of close-packed sub- 
urbs, which, with their population of 800,- 
000, are really part of it. They are officially 
known as Outer London.” The whole 
metropolis, therefore, can lay claim, accord- 
ing to the London Times, to more than 
44 million inhabitants! In 1790, fourteen 
years after the thirteen colonies had declared 
their independence, the United. States had 
less than 4,000,000 inhabitants, including 
slaves, and London at that time only 600,000. 
At present, the births in both Outer and 
Inner London largely outnumber the deaths, 
and immigration exceeds emigration. A 
great city always acts like à sponge. It 
sucks population from the surrounding 


521,544 inhabitants, to Plymouth, with its 
72,280, have a smaller population together 
than London has alone. 

Facts like these show what a world of 
knowledge is to be won by a study of the 
metropolis of England. In forms of gov- 
ernment, in methods of sewerage and drain- 
age, in arrangements for extinguishing fires, 
in the death-rate, in the prevention and pun- 
ishment of crime, in the distribution of 
wealth, in the homes of the poor, in rapid 
transit, in water and gas supply,—in these 
and many other fields of social science, Lon- 
don can teach the world, doing so by failure 
as well as success. But, allowing for the 
enormous population, and comparing the re- 
sults of the City Government there with 
other cities of the world, there has been a 
larger proportion of success than failure, and 
London is still the marvel of the world. 

THE MAYOR’S ELECTION. 

The Common Council of Chicago are the 
legislature of this city. The new charter 
will give to the city, at the April election, an 
entirely new Government, the Mayor ex- 
cepted. That officer, construing the charter 
for himself, decides that he is not subject to 
the charter, and that he will continue to 
hold the office a year longer than any of the 
other officers elected at the same time and for 
the same term with himself. There can be no 
question as to the public sentiment on this 
point. The revolution in the Government 
of the city should include the Mayor as well 
as the other elective officers. 

There has been an appeal to the Courts for 
a direction as to the law and duty of the City 
Government on this subject of electing the 
Mayor. By an unfortunate mischance, the 
Supreme Court found itself unable to decide 
the question one way or the other, and Jus- 
tice Scorn, speaking for the Court, announced 
that the body would make no decision,” 
thus leaving the law and the facts undeter- 
mined judicially, and just where they stood 
before. 

There being no judicial interpretation pos- 
sible, it remains with the legislature of the 
city to interpret the charter for itself. The 
Mayor has no more authority to decide that 
he holds over, than has the Treasurer, Collec- 
tor, or Attorney. The Common Council, how- 
ever, is clothed with authority to make pro- 
vision for the city elections, and to fix the 
places therefor, and to direct the notices of 
such election. It has therefore the authority 
to say what officers are to be elected at that 
election. This authority is necessarily inci- 
dental to its general power in the premises. 
Now, there is nothing in law or reason to pre- 
vent the Common Council agreeing with one- 
half the Judges of the Supreme Court in in- 

ing the charter as requiring the elec- 
tion of a Mayor to fill a vacancy existing in 
that office, and therefore directing that at 
the general election in April a person to fill 
that office shall also be elected by the people. 
It is never dangerous nor usurping to sub- 
mit to the people a question of the election 
of their own officers, particularly when one- 
half the Supreme Court say that such an elec- 
tion is required by law. 

The Common Council can do no more 
politic act than to call an election for Mayor. 
It can do no injury, because the present 
Mayor, if he have any legal rights to the office 
beyond the date of the election of his suc- 
cessor, can maintain them in the Courts. 
There is no act which the Alderme# can do 
that will so commend them as a body and 
individually to the general public as to give 
the people the privilege of electing a Mayor 
at the same time with the other officers of 
the city. It will lift from the present Coun- 
cil much of the suspicion that rests upon it 
that it is but part of a general combination 
against the public interests. We are con- 
fident that no member of the Board who may 
vote for such an election will fail to be sus- 
tained by his constituents, without respect to 
party lines. 

TUTTON CONFESSES. 

We naturally look to the /nter-Ocean, as the 
organ of the whisky-thieves, for information 
concerning their efforts to break down the 
prosecution of the rings, and we are therefore 
gratified to find in that paper confirmation of 
the charges heretofore made in Taz Cuicaco 
Tarsunz that Supervisor Turtrox, who was 
sent to Chicago in the interest of the prose- 
cution, was in reality engaged in blocking the 
wheels of the prosecution. The Washing- 
ton correspondent of the organ sends to that 
paper the following dispatch : 

Since Gen. WEBsTER came on here it has leaked out 
that at the first development of this plan in Chicago 
(that is of allowing smaller parties to the conspfracy— 
Gaugers, Storekeepers, and others—to testify under the 
consideration of more lenient treatment), Mr. Turron 
protested so earnestly against it tbat very sharp words 
were exchanged between him and Wr Dexrer. As 
the representative of the Treasury Department Mr. 
DextTeR insisted that when the cases came into his 
hands they left the gupervision of Mr. Turron. Mr, 
Dexter said before going further he wanted the ques- 
tion settled whether he or Mr. Turron was managing 
the Government cases. His influence prevailed against 
Mr. TuTron’s solemn protest. 

Here, therefore, is testimony from the 
Inter- Ocean that this man Tvrroyx, who was 
sent here by the Treasury Department to aid 
the prosecution, sought to force upon the 
prosecuting officers a policy which, if it had 
not been frustrated by the firmness of the 
Government officers, would have secured the 
conviction perhaps of some of the petty of- 
fenders, but would have allowed every one 
of the big fish to have escaped, by shutting 
up the mouths of the only witnesses who 
could testify to their crooked doings. But 
we have more important testimony still than 
this, as it comes directly from Turron him- 
self. This officer of the Government, who 
is ostensibly engaged in assisting the prose- 
cution, now turns up in St. Louis as a friend 
of Bascocx’s, engaged in doing all he can to 
aid in his escape. The reporter of the Inter. 
Ocean has interviewed Loo, and we will let 
him tell the story : 

The /nter-Ocenn correspondent has had an interview 
with Supervisor A. P. Turron, of Philadelphis, who is 
at the Lindell, and will be called for the defense in the 
Bascocs trial. It will be remembered that he was the 
Officer who was directed by Commissioner Doyatass 
in the now famous transfer order” to exchange dis-

of manufacturing evidence and inducing thieves and 
robbers to swear against innocent men, that they 
might be sent to the Penitentiary. 

This is a plain confirmation of all that Taz 
Trrpone charged against Turron. He con- 
tradicts nothing, denies nothing. He allows 
the charges of Taz Tarsuwe that he made false 
representations to the President to the effect 
that theTreasury Department was offering im- 
munity for perjury in order to convict innocent 
friends of the President, and that he did this 
in order to produce a rupture between the 
President and Secretary Barstow, and thus 
break down the prosecu tion, to stand without 
any denial. He allows the broad declaration 
that this was done in the interest of the 
Whisky Ring to go uncontradicted when it 
was brought to his notice. The reporter 
says: He spoke very earnestly on the sub- 
ject, and, while admitting that he was a 
stranger, declared that the prosecution had 
offered inducements to these witnesses to 
swear against others by promising them im- 
munity. Said he: Off course I do not know 
that such promises were made, but the facts 
indicate it. Of course they indicate it. Of 
course preparations have been made to deal 
leniently with some of the little scoundrels in 
order that the big scoundrels may be cap- 
tured, as they cannot be captured in 
any other manner. Of course this is 
what the Whisky rings fear above all else. 
Turton knew that they feared it when he 
sought to interfere with the prosecution at 
Chicago. He knew that, if he could break 
up this class of evidence, not one of the 
prominent rascals could be punished, and he 
went to Washington and openéd his back- 
fire by drawing out the Prerrzponr letter, 
upon representations to the President that the 
Treasury Department was intending to con- 
vict innocent friends of his by perjury, and 
then allow the perjurers to go unpunished. 
He succeeded temporarily in his plan; but 
there is no further danger, now that the con- 
spiracy is known. But we would seriously 
ask, What kind of a Government officer is 
this to be employed im the prosecution of 
Whisky rings, who is working to suppress the 
only evidence that can convict them ? 


THE SCOPE OF THE CONGREGATIONAL 
COUNCIL. 


Another important episode in the history 
of the Bercurr scandal, and one which most 
intimately concerns that branch of the re- 
ligious world included in the Congregational 
denomination, will take place this wéek, 
namely: the meeting of the Advisory Coun- 
cil summoned by the recent “‘ Letter-Mis- 
sive” from Plymouth Church. We print 
elsewhere an article commenting upon the 
composition of the Council, and forecasting 
what may be its probable advice to Plymouth 
Church upon the question propounded in 
the Letter-Missive. As the article alluded to 
does not set forth the nature of these ques- 
tions upon which Plymouth Ohurch solicits 
advice, we complete the record of the Coun- 
cil by briefly stating them. ‘These questions 
mainly concern the propriety of the recent 
action of the Church in dropping members, 
having special reference to Mrs. Movrron 
and prospective refereuce undoubtedly to 
Mr. Bow. Applying the questions to per- 
sonal cases, they are briefly to the following 
purport: Has Plymouth Church dealt prop- 
erly with Mrs. Movuzton and Deacons West 
and Duncan, who staid away from worship 
because it has not done certain things, not 
affecting them, which they have not asked it 
to do, and because it has not done the things 
they Aave asked it todo?

Has the Church dealt prop- 
erly with Mr. Bowzn, who made charges 
against Mr. Buren and then decliced to 
substantiate them? This point, however, is 
now modified by the fact that Mr. Bowrr 
has made a proposition to substantiate his 
charges, and that time has been allowed him 
to do so. There are other points within the 
scope of this Council which are of equal im- 

These are (1) whether Plymouth 
Church ought to have called a Mutual Coun- 
cil to investigate Mr. Bron at the request 
of Mrs. Mobrrox, who, while a member, had 
not made charges against him, and who made 
this request a year after the Church had had 
its official investigation ; and (2) whether the 
conduct of the Church in this whole affair 
has been such as to entitle it to the fellow- 
ship of other Congregational churches. 

These are the points which the Advisory 
Council will be called upon to consider with 
reference to giving Plymouth Church advice. 
It will be observed that they only concern 
matters of church discipline, or rather pro- 
cedure, since in Congregationalism there is 
nothing which can be characterized by so harsh 
a term as discipline.“ It will be observed al- 
so that they do not involve at all the question 
of Mr. Bercuer’s guilt or innocence. He is 
not on trial before them at all, and does not 
figure except indirectly in any of the ques- 
tions. So far as his moral status is con- 
cerned, Plymouth Church appears to be alaw 
unto itself. The Church alone is under in- 
vestigation. The Advisory Council can only 
advise Plymouth Church whether it has 
acted in accordance with the Word of God 
and the Congregational form of administra- 
tion in its dealings with members who have 
been dropped. Beyond this it has no juris- 
diction, at least if it confines itself to the 
points in the ‘‘ Letter-Missive,” although we 
presume there is nothing to hinder it, if it 
were so disposed, from tendering some very 
pertinent advice to that church which would 
go below the surface and touch the question 
of Mr. Brrcurr’s innocence or guilt. This 
kind of advice, however, would be extra. 
official, and would, of course, be regarded by 
Plymouth Church as gratuitous and im- 
pudent. It is somewhat difficult to see, 
especially with Dr. Lroxan Bacon in the 
Council, how it will manage to steer its 
way without running upon the rock of Bercn- 
rns Offense. It must be remembered, in 
connection, that Plymouth Church nf tae 
BrecueR have several times of late declared 
in rather an offensive way their complete in- 
dependence of all other churches, and their 
determination to allow no interference with 
the of their own machinery. In 
brief, they have notified the other churches 
to mind their own business. In the light of 
this fact, and also of the fact that the Coun- 
cil is a picked one, if not a packed one, the 
attitude of the Church towards the Council 
is rather humorous than otherwise. If it in- 
dorses the action of the Church its advice 
will be received with feelings of devout grat- 
itude, and will be pocketed with thanks: If

ALEXANDRE DUMAS. 
A Paris letter to the London Daity News says: 


„recently called on M. Alexandre Dumas, 4 


bis house in the Avenue de Villiers, and spent 8 
delightful moruing, conversing with him about 
the incidents of his extraordinarily successful 
but laboriousecareer. Will it be believed that 
the iliustrious name he bears was at first an al- 
most insuperable drawback to him? He was #4 
when be wrote La Dame aux Camellias,’ and the 
now famous drama which he drew from the novel 
was refused by all the meoagers in Pana, who 
declared with one voice that such a piece would 
seandalize the public and be hissed off the stage. 
At last the manager of the Vaudeville, who was 
on the verge of bankruptcy, reasoned thus: 
‘This ie apiece by Alexandre Dumas’ son; it 
will cost me nothing to put on the staga; some- 
body is sure to come and see it on the first night 
for the father's aske. I have nothing to lose and 
so will riak it.’ But the coup d elal was aceded 
before the play could be performed. The 
censors refused to license it, and M. Leon 
Faucher, the Home Minister, declared categori- 
cally that it should never be put upon the stage 
so long as he was in office. Happily the young 
author hada powerful friend in the Comte de 
Morny, who had not been three days in the 
Ministry of the Interior before he removed a!! 
difficulties. Thus in the early part of 1852 the 
piece which the Goveroameot bad tabooed as im- 
moral, and in the success of which neither man- 
ager nor actors much believed—for Mile. Far- 
geull had refused to accept the part of the 
heroine, and M. Fechter, who played Armand 
Duval, bad prophesied a dead failure—that piece 
was represented with success so immense, 80 
startling, that no dramatic event before or since 
has ever equaied it. Fame and fortune came to 
the young author in one evening; to this day the 
piece continues to yield him a fine income, and 
he computes that under any equitable interus- 
tional copyright law the profits which he would 
from the United States alone 
would have amounted to a mililon francs.

„M. Alexandre Dumas’ suburban house is like 
one of those pleasant citizens’ boxes out of Lon- 
don, with a garden round it, bare at this season 
of the „but in summer all abloom with flow- 
ers. The author does all bis work in a spactous 
ground-floor study, with windows over- 
looking this garden, and with walls covered by 
artistic treasures, among which are two admir- 
able pictures of Lescaut and Marguer- 
ite Gautier. He is tall, stalwart, very pale, 

aspect is proud, cold, stern, 
But he quickly thaws, 
and shows himself the most f pg of bau- 
seurs. He is guy, cordial, vivacious, and simple, 
full of anecdote, wit, and laughter. He seems 
to wear his heart upon his sleeve, and to hear 
his conversation is like drinking champagne of a 
fine vintage. He talks freely about anything 
and everything. When his pamphlet, L’Homme- 
Femme,’ was published, it sold the unprecedent- 
ed number of 70,000 copies right off without 
stopping. A few days afterward M. Dumas 
went to an evening party and was mobbed by 
ladies, who vehemently abused him, — that 
he knew nothing of women — that it was always 
‘tue-la, tue-la,’ and so forth. He left ear- 
ly to escape from their ecolding, and 
met one of the youngest and prettiest of 
these great ladies in the ante-room. She aliowed 
bim to assist ber in patting on ber cloak. and as 
he was doing 60 she turned round and suddenly 
said: Ne les ecoutez pas; c'est un chef da@uore.' 
Monsigaor Dupanioup, Biehop of Orleans, ap- 
proved this vigorous pamphiet, e ing its 
closiug advice, Tue-la; and wuen M. Damas 
met him, shortly after its publication, the Bishop 
asked him incideataiily whether he had read 
Gustave Flaubert's ‘Madame Bovary.’ ‘Yes, 
Monsignor, have you?’ rejomed the dramatist. 
‘I have read it,’ rejoined the prelate, mildly, 
‘and one must have beens confessor in the 
rural districts to understand how true it is.’ 
The cream of this anecdote lies in the fact that 
‘Madame Bovary’ drew down on its author a 
criminal prosecution as being an outrage on pub- 
lic morals. 

„M. Alexandre Dumas reekons that a new play 
is always worth to bim a sum of £6,000 down, 
inciuding, of course, the sums received from 
performances in the provinces ; but the majority 
of his pieces also bring him in a permanent in- 
come, so that be has Bolved a problem which to 
an eighteenth century author would have seemed 
fantasticali—namely, how to earn en income of 
£8,000 a year out of one’s pen without writing 
ina twelvemonth more than would fill 800 oc- 
ta vo pages. The labor to which M. Dumas sub- 
jects himself in producing these 300 pages is, 
however, enormous and incessant. Like M. 
Sardou, he is an indefatigable searcher after 
facts, but bis mind, far larger and more power- 
ful than Sardou’s, ts facts better. Prepar- 
atory to writing bis Etrangere,’ M. Dumas con- 
sulted the works of all modern authors who have 
treated of the United States, from De Tocque- 
ville to Mr. Hepworth Dixon; and he believes 
that he has produced a tolerably accurate pict- 
ure of American character and manners. He

0 AN EMPRESS QUEEN. 

What (inquires the Philadelphia Press) is the 
new title which Queen Victoria is going to as- 
eume? In her speech at the opening of Parlia- 
ment, on Tuesday, this announcement was made: 
„At the time that the direct government of my 
Indian Empire was transferred to the crown, no 


| formal addition was made to the style and titles 


of the sovereign. I bave deemed the present a 
fitting opportunity for supplying this omission, 
aod a bili upon the subject will be presented to 
you.” Ou the lst day of September, 1858, the 
power and property of the East “India Company 
entirely ceased (by the act 21 aud 22 Victoria, « 
106, which received the royal assent on the 2d day 
of August next preceding), and, on Nov. 
1, 1858, Victoria was proclaimed as Queen of 
Great Britain and the Colonies, etc., in the 
princi pal places in India, and, at the same 
time, Viscount. Canning, who was Governor- 
General under the East India Company, was 
eworn in and proclaimed as Viceroy of India. 
Instead of re nting a great commercial or- 
ganization, which had obtained immense territo- 
rial possessions, with concomitant political pos- 
er. Lord Canning became the 124 of his Sov- 
ereign; hence the new title of Vice-roy, which, 
more correctly, perbans, might have been des- 
igaated Vice-reine. Ever since, when India is 
officially spoken of, ‘tis as “the Empire of Io- 
dia.” If thie be correct, ite Sovereign, when a 
female, would be an Empress. @ suspect 
that the intention is that Victoria shall be 80 eu- 
titled hereafter. 

Most probably the proposal to be made by the 
Disraeli Goveroment will be based on the pre- 
cedent established in Austria over 22 
years ago. Maria Theresa (she was born in 1717 
and died in 1780) was Queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, and succeeded in 1740, on the death of 
her father, Charlies VI., Emperor of Germany 
to the whole of his Austrian dominions, as well 
as to the Kingdoms of Hungary and Bohemia. 
Five years , ber husband, the Duke of Lor- 
raine, was el Emperor of Germany (he is 
Frsncis I. on the roll), and from that time until 
ber death she was valied the Empress-Queen. 
After the death of her husband (he was succeed- 
ed as Emperor by Joseph II., their son) Maria 
Theresa retained in her own hands the adminis- 
tration of all her dominione—Aastria, Hungary, 
Bohemia, Lombardy, Tuscany, and the Nether- 
lands—and fae — we 7 reef of her 
sway secured unwavering loy end 
itude. Victoria, with such a 5 — 
may be inclined to fully assum¢ the title of Em- 
press-Queen. It is most probable that the pro- 
posed change of title will be * to this extent, no 
more.” Her British subjects would like her to 
continue “Queen Victoria” to them. The 
sound and title are familiar.

BANK CAPITAL EVADING TAXATION. 

The question of escaping local taxes on bank capital 
by converting it into surplus has often been disoussed 
by the bankers of Chicago, and has recently been re- 
vived. Several of the banks are seriously considering 
the step, and by one or two the change, we are in- 
formed, has already been decided upon. Public opin- 


ion certainly looks with favor upon any legal means 


for evading the confiscation of property by the tax- 
eater. If this course is widely adopted, the attention 
of the Legislature will be attracted to it, end « 
tax on surplus will be tolerably certain to follow. 
The only escape then will be to divide the surplus 
among the stockholders or go out of business. A 
longer-headed policy would be for bankers and 
other citizens to stir themselves to reform taxation in 
its origin.

But when coarse people try to be 
coarser, and ignorant people conceal the little 
sense they have, and dull people dis- 
guise their lack of wit in the vest- 
ments of mangled English, the results are not 
agreeable to high-minded and patriotic citizens.

Al HOME, 
THE YON BULOW WRANGLE. 

The recent Von Bulow season of concerts has 
left a bitter taste in the mouths of many of the 
German musicians of this citv, and. as a conse- 
quence, the whole German world 1s in a fret and 
fume. In the halle of the Maennerchors and in 
the cafes, in the beer-saloons, and wherever two 
or more Germans meet, Von Bulow is the bone of 
contention. Tne Guelphs and the Ghibelines, the 
students and the Philistines, never wrangled 
more furiously or foolishly. Apropos of the 
general rumpus, we print below a letter from 
one of the most prominent German teachers of 
the piano in this city, not because we agree 
with his sentiments, but because so much of defer- 
ence is due to a gentleman who really introduced 
classical piano music in this city, who was playing 
the Beethoven sonates bere over a quarter of a 
century ago, and who has been recognized from 
that day to this as our best inteipreter of this 
schoo] of music. When even the phlegmatio and 
philosophical P. B.“ gets on the rampage, it 
may be taken as an indication that Germany is 
disturbed. He writes as follows:

P. B.’s” screed divides itself readily into two 
parts: first, the musical, and second, the per- 
sonal; aod we regret that the latter constitutes 
the principal burden of his complaint. He leaves 
us little to comment upon in his musical com- 
plaints. Outof fifty-one numbers, not to men- 
tion encores, which Von Bulow plaved in his sea- 
son, he finds four, the **Moonlight” and Ap- 

assionata sonatas, the transcription of Schu- 
— Ave Maria,” and the Chopin waltz, op. 
34, No. 1, which do not suit him. We have 
studied his criticiem, but we do not finodanvthin 
beyond the fact that Von Bulow’s reading o 
thesenumbers does not suithim. But has it not 
ever struck P. B.“ that an artist may get out 
of the conventional ruts, aod give us his own in- 
terpretation of the sonatas, and tnat it is not 
necessary that all artists should read alike? He 
speaks of the modest and conscientious inter- 
pretations of Beethoven” by Rubinstein! Can 
it be possible that he remembers HKabinstein’s 
interpretation of he Moonlight” and ** Apas- 
siovata,” which was so entirely unconventional 
as sometimes to make the music almost 
unrecoguizable? Does he remember no 
jerks, no skips, no breaks, no pound- 
ing, in those moments when he went into fine 
freozies? If not, we fear P. B.’s memorv is 
dimming with time. As a strict cons 
Von Bulow follows the text more closely than 
Rubinstein. 

We come to the personal parts, and here “ P. 
B. represents quite a large German constituen- 
cy. Hespeassof the abuse which Von Bulow 
has lavished upon bis countrymen, which leads 
us to inquire what was the motive? Simply 
this: Yon Bulow discharged his orchestral con- 
ductor in Boston because the latter guzzled so 
much beer as to be unit for bis duties, which 
Von Bulow was wise in doing, and took occasion 
in his aggressive way to auimadvert severely 
upon the use of beer as ao element of musical 
success, which, perhaps, was ipjudicious. From 
that moment the abusecommenced. The Ger- 
man press of this city, with one exception, 
assailed him in the severest manner, ey before 
he came here, and the clique was formed against 
him when he arrived. He to contend against 
it all the time he was here. What these 
cliques are. P. B. him elf knows in bis 
long experience: Hans Balatka Otto Lob, 
Dr. Fuchs, and numerous other German 
leaders io this city could unfold a very interesting 
tale of what cliques have done for them. They 
know that cliques are the bane of German musical 
effort. Hans Von Bulow is a hot-headed man, 
there is no doubt of that. He was foolish in 
making bis Saturdav-afternoon speech, there is 
no — + 3 — should have gone 
quietly on bis way out recognizing the 
cliques, depending upon the sympathy of his 
hearers, the great majority of whom were 
Americans, who know nothing and care nothing 
for euques. But some allowances can be made 
fora man of his temperament who hits back 
when he is bit. We can only regret finding so 
old and accomplished a musician as P. B.“ 
entering the licts against an artist who has re- 
flected so much credit upon Germian art, even if 
he belongs to the moderns”; an artist who 
has done so much for the very class of music 
which be himself has taught so many years; 
an artist so modest that he not even played 
any of bis own compositions. Let us overlook 
the man for the artist, and the moods for the 
music, and be thankful for the pleasure he has 
— us and the good work — has done. Pian- 

o not grow on every bush, especially Ger- 
man pianists, and therefore let us appreciate 
them when we get them. We bear a great deal 
about German art and art-work, and we have no 
desire to belittle it ; but would it not be consist- 
ent forthe Germans to enco and support 
German artists instead of wrangling over them?

BANKRUPTCY. 


Some Interesting Interviews Con- 
cerning the Proposed Re- 
peal of the Insolv- 
ency Law. 


— 


What Register Hibbard and Official 
Assignees Jenkins and Cook 
Think About It. 


A few days since a resolution to repeal the 
Baokrupt law was introduced in the Lower 
House of Congress, aud adopted by a vote of 186 
to 57. Is now goes to the Senate for coneur- 
rence. Two years ago a similar resolution was 


introduced in Congress. It passed the House of 
Representatives, but was defeated in the Senate. 

Yesterday afternoon a Taipune reporter called 
on several of the United States Court officiais, 
whose duty is confined to the adjustment and 
settlement of bankruptcy cases, for the purposes 
of obtaining their views on the jaw and the pos- 
sible results that may arise from ite repeal. The 
first called on was 

THE HON. HOMER WN. HIBBARD, 
Register in Bankruptcy for this district. After 
the customary salutations had been concluded, 
the reporter stated the object of his visit and the 
following conversation eveued : 

„Mr. Hibbard, I presume you have heard 
that the House of Representatives has ropeaied 
the Bankrupt act by a very large vote, and that 
it now awaits the action of the Sevate. What 
do you think of it?” 

„The Bankrupt law needs amendment. Sec. 
17 of the act of June 22, 1874, in relation to 
compositions, which in itself reads well, and 
seems to be a very humane provision, has been 
abused more than any simple provision of the 
law, and, unless it can be materially modified so 
as to prevent fraud, might as well be aban- 
doned, The provision in the same act requiring 
one-fourth of the creditors and one-third of tne 
amount of the indebtedness to join in an invol- 
untary petition [compulsory bankruptey] is a 
wise provision, when the cause of the bank- 
ruptcy is 2 a suspension of commercial 
paper. But w 

THE CAUSE Is FRAUD, 
or secreting goods, or carryi rty out of 
the jurisdiction of the Court, only oue creditor, 
having a claim of, at least, say $250, should be 
required to attach his name to the petition.” 
“How many cases have passed through your 
hands during the past year? 

In looking over the records of Office a 
few days ago, 1 found there were t 150 
cases in bankruptcy in 1875 arising in this 
county.” 

How many of these were absolute failures 7” 

„Not more than a dozen of the whole lot 
could, in any sense, be considered failures.” 

„What were the remainder?” 

The remainder,were the cases of impecuni- 
ous people who sought discharges from their 
debts, many of which were long since con- 
tracted.

Are there any other defects ?” 

„Les, another defect in the practical work- 
ings of the law is the facility with which bank- 
rupta get discharges.” 

**Oan you suggest any remedy for this?” 

“I cannot suggest any in detail. In England,

BASE-BALL. 
THE NEW LEAGUE. 

One of the gentlemen who was present at the 
formation of the new leaguein New York last 
week was in the city yesterday, and a TRIBUNE 
reporter took occasion to seek a conversation 
with him to gather for the public a somewhat 
more detailed account of the objects and effacts 
of the new movement than had been presented 
in this or any other paper which had mentioned 
the matter. The views of the gentleman were 
apt and clear, and left no doubt in the writer's 
mind that the public would fully and entirely ap- 
prove the league so long as it kept on the plat- 
form where it had placed itself. 

It seems that the new departure was, from the 


first, 

ah A CHICAGO IDEA, 
and, without desiring to detract from the good 
judgment of the club managers who came into 
it after it had been explained to them, it should 
goon record that the President of the Chicago 
Club is to be credited with having planned, en- 
gineered, and carried the most important reform 
since the history of the game, and the one 
which will do most to elevate it. 

Ine primal idea of the new League is embod- 
ied in that portion of the new constitution which 
provides that not more than one club from a 
city shall be allowed in the League: It is hardly 
necessary to discuss this section at length, be- 
cause it bears on ite face its own defense. It 
may be laid down as an axiom that no two 
clubs can live and thrive in the same city, 
and, if proof ‘were needed, it could 
be seen in the state of things in New York and 
Philadelphia in 1875. In the former city were, 
substantially, the Mutuals and Atlantica, —at 
least both Clubs drew their —＋ from the 
metropolis. They both ended season in 
debt, and Mr. Cammeyer put his hand in his 

ket for several thousand dollars. The At- 
antics didn’t lose much of anything but the 
shreds of their reputation, and a good share of 
what they made was undoubtedly gotten out of 
the pool-box. 


The Philadelphia Club very nearly killed the 


Athletics,—not iu the field, but by bringing the 
game into disrepute, so that the odor of their 
crooked doings spread over the whole game, 
and le assumed that because they were 
manifestly dishonest there was no use in going 
to see any base-ball; and they staid at home 
until the best games werejnot attended by more 
than a few hundred people. This, be it remem- 
bered, was in the very home of the game, and 
when the exhibition had run down to nothing 
there it was indeed time te look about for a 
remedy. 
THE SAME PERIL 

Western clubs and cities; the 
Cincinnatis bad the Covington Stars and the 
Ludlows to help surfeit 8 the St. 
Louis had the vagrom Red ings; the new 
Louisville nine was threatened with the Eagles, 
and, since most of these minor clubs proposed 
to crowd their way into the Championship As- 
sociation, it was high time for something to be 
done to keep the game within bounds. The 
wisest and only proper thing was done. 

It is foolish to say, as some Eastern papers 
insist on doing, that there was a prejudice 
against the managers or players of the Fhiladel- 
phia Club—though there was good 
one, for the management had gathered together 
for 1876 some of the most scalawags 
on the turf. The selection m New York aud 
Philadelphia was on the natural plan of the sur- 
vival of the fitiest—the more so since the Ath- 
letic Club had changed ite management and was 
represented by men who wore a help to the 
game rather than the contrary. 

The Western clubs were united in insisting on 
the one-club-to-a-city feature, aod the future 
will prove the wisdom of the measure. 

In passing upon the question of 

THE DISCIPLINE OF PLAYERS BY CLUBS, 

the League started with the idea that that ques- 
tion belonged in the elubs incividuaily, and not 
in the League, except under extraordinary cir- 
cumstances. With this idea, a section was 
adopted providing that any club may dismiss a 
player, or expel him, for reasons which seem 
good to them, and it shail be the club’s duty to 
at once notify the Secretary. who shall im turn 
— the o 

he 


proof may require. In any case the verdict is 
final, and both sides must accept it. 

The effect is plain; the susvended, or ex- 
peiled, player is in any case thrown out until the 
annual meeting, which is punishment enough in 
iteelf for almost any moderate offense. The 
rule is based on the idea that players are rarely 
or never abused by a club, while they have many 
times been guilty of misdemeanors and waltreat- 
ment of their employers. 

This looks er one-sided, but the player 
has been provided with a very useful section 
which assures him his rights in an zmportant 
point. This is to the effect that, if a ciub breaks iis 
contract witha player in any of ite provisions, 
he has an appeal to the Board of Directors, 
which is obliged, if the offense be clearly proven, 
to expel the club. This will beg relief to the

The above points are the obvious and new 
ones in the constitution of the which 
document, as will be seen, is also the champion- 
ship code—or, rather, the latter is incorporated 
in the former.

It is the policy of the League to give the best 
games it can to its spectators, and this can never 
be done when the system of drawing off a player 
or two into each small club is carried out.

SOME MORE HARSH THINGS SAID. 
A petition was filed yesterday in the matter ef 
Horatio N. F. Lewis by John W. Tope, Bradner, 
Smith & Co., and the Northwestern Paper Com- 
pany, which makes some very serious charges 
against Lewis. The petitioners state that they 
are creditors of the bankrupt, Tope to the 
amount of $1,000, Bradner, Smith & Co. to the 
amount of $4,297.41, and the Northwestern

those papers, and was also the owner of type, 
presses, and machinery to.the amount ‘of $12,- 
000 or $15,000. At that time (March 19, 1875), 
peing, as he claimed, inde in the sum of 
about $6,000 to D. A. Devis, and also in a large 
amount to petitioners, Lewis, as is all exe- 
cuted to Davis a promissory note for 615, 
000. and secured it by a chattel mortgage on all 
his personal property, worth $40,000 or $50,000, 
and including the subscription lists to his ba- 
pers, good will, stock, etc. This mortgage and 
note were given entirely without consideration, 
the $6,000 of bona fide indebtedness not being 
included in it, and were only given with the 
fraudulent intent to cover up his property 
and hinder bis creditors m col- 
lecting their claims. This $15,000 note 
and m were immediately turned 
over to A. 3. Trade, who advanced all the money 
loaned by Davis to Lewis, and who was a party 
to the whole scheme, as petitioners allege. 
About the 25th of January last the petition- 
ers having heard that Lewis was intending to 
have the mortgage foreclosed 80 as to put his 
property in the hands of a third party, went 
to him and demanded the amount of their 
claims. He then stated that he had only owed 
Trude or Davis about $6,000 in all, and that 
that had been more than satiefled by payments. 
of usurious interest. Petitioners thereupon 
went to Trude to take up the note and mortgage 
for their own protection, as they told him. That 
oily individusl, however, did not know ex- 
actly how much was due on the note, but 
thought it was about $6,000, and promised 
to find out in three days. On the 
day, however, that they were to go and see 
Trude a second time, they were surprised to 
hear that he had foreclosed the mortgage with- 
out giving the requisite notice, and had sold tne 
entire property at 9 o’clock in the morning for 
$8,000 to one G. L. Hoodless, who is, it is 

amanof no pecuniary responsibility, 
and who was actingas agent for Lewis and 
Trade. 

The mortgage demanded that the sale should 
be for cash, but Hoodless only had about $2,100 
in cash, and executed his notes for $5,840, and 
also gave back a chattel-mortgage on part of 
the property to secure them. He then removed 
the business and editorial offices of the paper 
to the southeast cornerof Randolph and State 
streets, whence the papers are issued 
under the nominal name of G. L. Hood- 

It is, however, alleged that Lewis 
really controls the papers yet, and 
that a relation of his is stiil cashier, and receiv- 
ing remittances for subscription or advertising. 
Lewis and Hoodless are also endeavoring to sell 
the large steam boiler, printing-press, and ap- 
purtenances covered by the mortgage, and are 
intending to remove the publications from the 
State, so that they cannot be seized by the cred- 
itors. It is further charged that, at the time of 
the pretended sale, Lewis was receiving from 
$200 to $400 a day from the papers, and has 
been in the receipt of that amount on an aver- 
age to the present time. Also that, a few weeks 

ior to this fraudulent sale, that he had bought 
m $1,200 to $1,500 of new which was 
not included in the mortgage, but which was 
trauduleutly solid by Trude under the mortgage 
powers, and yet it is in possession of Lewis. 

The petitioners therefore ask that Lewis, 
Trude, and Hoodiess may be restrained from in 
any manner selling or disposing of, meumber- 
ing, or removing the property so pretended to 
bave been sold by Trude Jan. 28, that Trude 
may be restrained from disposing of the note 
for $15,000 and mortgage securing it, and that 
they all may be compelled to give an account of 
all moneys received by them, and of the proper- 
ty of Lewis in their possession. An injunction 
was issued by Judge Blodgett as asked.

SUBURBAN. 
HYDE PARK. 

‘The suburban passengers who are obliged to 
teke the Illinois Centrai trains at the Central 
Station, are a long-suffering class of people. but ni 
weather like that of the past week they are some- 
what disposed toinquire whether the railroad com- 
pany cannot give them a passageway to the train 
without making them wade through 6 or 7 inches 
of mud. It may be impossible to give them a 
decent depot, but at least the filthy slime at the 
foot of Randolph street might be cleaned off 
once or twice a day, so asto enable ladies to 
reach the train without going ankle-deep in mud.

He had found it very 
difficult to discover really what the systems of 
government in Europe was,—in fact, they had 
no real system, even in their National Govern- 
ments. Their systems, such as they were, were 
very ancient, that of London being eighteen 
centuries old.
